For the purpose of thcsc Rulcs 

(a ) " Government" means the Government of India , 
(b ) " The Commission " means the Union Public Service 

Commission . 
( c ) " The Service" means the Telcgraph Engineering 

Service , Class. I, particulary in respect of which arc 

given in Appendix IV . 
2 . A competitive examination for admission to the Service 
shall be held in India at such tmes and places as may be 
prercribed in the Notice issued by the Commission . Every 
such Notice will, when possible announce the number oſ 
vacancies to be filled on the result of the cxamination . 

9 . If the examination held under this part of these Rules 
is a combined cxamination for the purpose of making ap 
pointments to more than one Servicc the following provisions 
shall apply : 
(a ) Any person may apply to be aclmitted as a candidate 

for appointment in all or any of these Services for 
which he is eligible , If he wishes to compctc for 
appointment in more than one Service, he shall state 
in his application form which Services he wishes to 
compete for and the order of his preference for 
them , and in such case only one application form 
will be necessary and one payment of the fees re 
ferred to in rule 14 (and Appendix III) will be suſſi 

cient. 
(b ) Government shall assign successful candidates to each 

Service or Department on a consideration of all cir 
cumstances including any personal preference ex 

prcsscd by the candidate. 
4 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to any examination may at the discretion of the Commission 
be limited to such nurber, not being less than 200 , as the 
Commissioner may decide. If a limit is imposed and the num 
ber of candidates exceeds that limit, the Commission shall 
select from the applicants those who shall be admitted to the 
examination , and in cloing so shall have regard to thc pull 
ability of the applicants. 

5 . A candidate must apply to be admitted to thc examina 
tion before such datę, in such manner, and in such form 
as the Commission may prescribe.

On the date prescrlbed by the Commission in their 
Notice of the examination issued uncler Rulc 2 , a candidate 
must have attained the age of 20 and must not have attained 
the age of 25 , provided that the upper agc llinit of 25 will 
be relaxable upto 30 in the case of candidates who hold 
substantively permanent posts in the Posts and I clegraphs 
Department or have continuously held for a period of not 
less than two years temporary posts of (1 ) Repeater Station 
Assistants or (2 ) Foremen and Assistant Foremnen , Telegraph 
Workshops, or ( 8 ) Temporary Assistant Engineers , Workshops, 
or (4 ) Engineering Supervisors or (5 ) Workshops Supervisors 
under the Posty and Telegraphs Department , such relaxation 
being limited to three examinations only . 

Departmental candidates must obtain pervious pcrwission of 
the Head of the Department to appear for the cxamination . 

NOTE . - The upper age limits prescribed above will be relax 
able: 
(0) Upto a maximum of five ycars if a candidate bclong :

Tliis concession will not, however, be admissible to a

(iv ) Upto a maximum of threc years if a candidate is a 

resident of the former French Settlements which 
have now become part of India and has been re 

ceiving his cducation through the medium of French , 
(v ) Uplo a maximum of 4 years if a candidate belongs 

to the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 
N . B . - Candidates who are admitted to the examination 
under the age concession mentioned in paragraph 8 above 
will fiot be eligible for appointment if, after submitting the 
application , they resign from service either before or afler 
laking the examination . They will , however , continue to be 
eligible if they arc retrenched froin thc service or post after 
subinitting the applications .

has been exempted therefrom ; or 
( c ) obtained the B . E . ( Tele -Communication ) degree 

awarded by Indian Oniversitics . 


17 . A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health , 
and frec froin any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of his or her duties as an officer of the Service . 
A candidate who after such physical examination as Gov 
emment or the appointing authority, as the case may be, 
may prcscribe ) is found not to satisfy those requirements 
will not be appointed . Only candidates who are likely to 
be considered for appointment will be physically examined .
